Huinan is report- 
ed to have been heavily fortified just 
priocr to the outbreak of hostilities 
with Japan. 


Invasion Expected. 


Pakhol, June 15, 

In preparation for the defence of 
Kwangtung, vast numbers of ablic- 
bodied men are now undergoing the 
most intensive military training. 
Every effort is being made to prepare 
for eventualltles. It is learned that 
conscription, with a degree of laxity, 
will be vigorously enforced. 
census of all able-bodied men, both in 
the towns and villages of these 
southern districts, has now been cou- 
pleted. Every effort fs being made 
to prepare men and matertals for the 
expected invasion. 

A vast amount of work is beiug 
done on the local highways. Most of 
the innin cities are now connected by 
rond but some of these are in 
Poor condition, and an effort is 
being made to improve them, 
This is especially true with re- 
gard to the road connecting Pak- 
hot with Nanning In Kwangzsi, 
vin Liemchowfu and Yamchowtfu. 
With this Lmprovement «a definite 
plan to connect the small towns 
and villuges | with motor ronds 
is now under way. I have observed 
large numbers of men at work on a 
new road north-east of Pakhol.

French Expert Asks 


For More Arms 
For Indo-China 


Paris, June 27, 


A note of warning is sounded 
regarding the defence of Indo- 
China by land, sea and air in an 
article in the Epoque. to-day by 
Colonel de Ia Pomarede who 
spent five months in French 
Indo-China, 


The decision of the Minister 
of Colonies M. Mandel, to in- 
crease the present strength of 
the French: colonial troops by a 
further 20,000 is an admirable 
resolution, writes Col. de In 
Pomarcde, but this is insufficient 
for Indo-CRina. 


This French colony possesses only 
five aeroplane squadrons, most of the 
planes being old types, while her 
neighbour, Stam, has 100 acroplancs, 
half of jwhich—.are-the. most recent 
Amerlean models. The fortifications 
and mobile forces for thé 1,250 miles 
of coast Ine are inadequate, and fur- 
thermore the constal batterfes can 
not shoot-far enough. The number 
of seaplane, of which there is only 
one squadron, and of submarines, 
is definitely insuMetent. Indo-China, 
declares the Colonel, requires—from 
two to three squadrons of sceaplanes 
and twelve submarines,

“The‘attention of Lord Halifax, the 
Foreign Minister, has been drawn to 
the reorganisation of the Pelping-

Two men who hope to prolong Ufe 
with'a mechanical heart met in Paris 
to-day.

They. are Col. Charles Lindbergh, 
the famous American avintor, an 
Dr. Alexis Carrel, Director of tha 
Rockefeller Instilute for. Medical 
Research, ; 

Dr. Carrel arrived. at Cherbourg 
from the United States to-day and 
will continue his collaboration with 
Colonel. Lindbergh during .the next 
few months at ‘their laboratory: on 
St, Gildag Island, off the north coust 
of Brittany, close te the Isle of 
Iillco, . recently acquired by Col, 
‘Lindbergh, 

It will be recalled that Dr. Carrel, 
who Js a’Frenchman dy birth, ‘and 
who received the Nobel Medicine 
Prize in-1912 for his worlc in trans— 
planting living organs, has been 
working for many years in collabora- 
tion with Colonel Lindbergh, 

The great aviator, by his Invention 
and perfection of a mechanical heart, 
immensely ‘helped Dr. Carre!’s phy- 
slological research.

said that a six-car train was stopped 
at a signal midway between Charing 
Cross and Temple Stations, and the 
fottowing circle traln ran into the 
reur of it, 

“The signal system upon the Dis- 
trict Line consists of automatic and 
semi-automatic signals, all of which 
are controlled by a track circult sys- 
tem which is designed to ensure phat 
a signal is not operative in the clear 
position while a train Ja standing on 
the section of the track which it is 
Intended to protect,” said Mr, 
Thomas. 

"The cast-bound starting signa! at 
Charing Cross failed to givo that 
seourity upon tho occasion of this 
unfortunate mishap, 

WRONG CONNECTION 

“The Board had ascertained that a 
wrong connection tn the wiring of 
the signal circult permitted the signal 


protecting that section of the line to; 


show clear before the preceding train 
was wholly out of that sectlon. 

“This wrong connection was made 
in the course of alterations to the 
installation at this point which were 
being carried out the previous night, 
The check test required and provided 
In connection with such work also 
falled. 

"The faults were not Jn the system 
of signalling, but werd Jn the way In 
which the signal was/dealt with In 
the course of maintenance.” 

Mr. Thomas sald that. there was 
no explosion and no fire'at the thme 
of the necident. What’ was thought 
to be an explosion was actually 
temporary arcing caused by a steel 
vane! falling on the negative current 
run, 

NO WINDOW-SMASHING 

Referring to a suggestion that 
passengers made thelr exits through 
broken windows, Mr. Thomas sald 
that with the exception of the two 
cars immediately Involved din the 
collision, only one window was 
broken in the trains and only one 
door was Jammed. 

There was no general breaking: of 
windows 

Mr. Thomas said that the Board 
was considering what additional 


“emergency lighting it could provide, 


Mr Boker, chief mechanical eny- 
neer, said that the Circle train was 
composed entirely of cars with steel 
under-frames and steel panelled wood 
bodies, In the District train the car 
at the point of impact was un all- 
steel vehicle. 

“When I went over the trains it 
was ustonishing: to see how they had 
stood the shock,’ comimented Colonel 
Woodhouse. 

NO REPORT OF TROUBLE 

Chief-Inspector R. F. Baker, of the 
Signal Engineers Department, sald 
that he was in chorge of work over 
a darge area on the Monday night 
before the accident and the worl at 
Charing Cross was part of It. 

The track circutts at Charing Cross 
hnd been changed from direct to 
alternating current on May 6 and on 
the Monday they were “tidying up”

CURE FOR 
FLU CLAIM 


Moscow. 

A cure for “grippe,” or in- 
fluenza, an illness which has been 
the subjects of research by the 
best medical brains of the world, 
is announced in Moscow by Pro- 
fessor V. Barikin, head of the 
Moscow Institute of Epidemology 
and Micro-biology. 

The discovery follows a year of ex- 
periments and tests with a serum 
which It ls now claimed effects a com- 
plete cure within 24 houvs of the 
attack 

Professor Barikin tested the serum 
first on himself then on mice, and 
large-scale experiments were then 
carried out on 80 members of the 
sta of the Institute and nan equal 
number of volunteers, 

In each cuse a 24-hours cure was 
effected, und no after-effects of in- 
fluenza remained 


TEST ON MICE 

The virus owas obtained from 
chicken embryos, three to four days’ 
old 

Mice were Orst Injected with in- 
fluenzn virug in sufficlent quantity to 
cause death. The serum was then 
Injected and the mice remained alive. 

Afterwards the mice were given a 
dose of virus 13,000 times stronger 
than ghe amount which would ordin- 
arily cause death. On Injection of 
the serum they recovered. 

Professor Barikin, when ill with 
influenza, tested the serum on himself 
and awoke the next morning com- 
pletely recovered, It {s stated. —B.U.P.

WARNING 
SOUNDED 


Public Advised Not To 
Bathe In Harbour 


With the bathing season now In 
full swing, the public are strongly 
adviscd- ngalnst bathing within the 
harbour Ilmits, where, it is disclosed 
by tho Medical Department, a cer- 
taln amount of cholera infection al- 
rendy exists, 

It 1s reported thnt one patient has 
already been admitted to the In- 
fectious Diseases Hospital, Kennedy 
Town, suffering from. cholera, ap- 
parently contracted as a result of 
swallowing water while swimming in 
the Harbour. i & 

The following official warning and 
statement was {issued by the Director 
of Medical Services, yesterday: 

Thirty-one cases of cholera have 
been reported in the Colony of 
Hongkong thie year, the majority 
having occurred in the Inst few 
weeks, Nincteen of these cases have 
ended fatally. 

A patient Ims-been recently ad- 
mitted to the Infectioug Disenses 
Hospital, Kennedy Town, in whom 
infection would appear to have re- 
sulted from water taken into the 
mouth whilst swimming within the 
harbour limits,

Negotiations Fail 
'* To Satisfy 


. Prague, June 26. 
Followlng five weeks of consulta- 
tions, it appears that the negotlations 
Letween the Government and the 
Sudeten Germans. have reached a 
scrious deadlock. : 


High ofMicials of the Sudeten Party 
at first openly criticised the course 
of the discusnions and claimed that 
derpite the Government’s optimistic 
communiques “the real negotlatlons 
were not cven started.” They sald 
that Dr. Milan Hodza, the -Prime 
Minister, failed to produce reform in 
the Statute for minoritles. 


It ts indleated that the conferees 
were not able to overcome the Gov- 
erment’s aleged «discrimination 
ngainst the Sudeten Party, although 
Dr, Hodza ig reported to have assured 
Herr Konrad Henlein, the Sudeten 
leader, that the Government will not 
despatch additional police to the 
Sudeten areas, 


Government officials state that the 
negotiutions have reached a stale- 
mate, They eoid that they are pre- 
paring to consider a Inw giving the 
German language status equal to the 
Czech language, 


Sudeten spokesmen — emphasised 
that they will not accept any solution 
separating n Pure Language Law 
from ‘a basic minority solution.”

No really useful purpose is 
served by publishing in Hong- 
kong attacks upon — British 
policies and allegations of lack 
of principle for the edification of 
residents who, in the vast 
majority, will never even have 
the right to cast a ballot in a 
British ¢lection, | Newspapers, 
of course,.like to feel that they 
are broad-minded and progres- 
sive enough to ‘support reform; 
and they are frequently glad 
to advocate measures which, 
though they are not exactly 
popular, appear to promise some 
real good. ‘Phey thus earn for 
themselves, on accasions, a re- 
putation for fearleasness and 
advanced thought. But unless 
these newspapers are actually 
influencing the public mind for 
what they think is beneficial, and 
the public is going to have an 
opportunity to use the ballot as 
a corrective, criticism of British 
Government policies are of little 
avail. Indeed, they may be very 
harmful. If one admits of the 
value of prestige, particularly in 
the Far East, one will recognisc 
the necessity of doing nothing 
to damage it. To deny, as does 
a writer in a contemporary, that 
because Great Britain is build- 
ing bombers she has sacrificed 
the right to claim that her arma- 
ments are only for defence will 
seem to many logical people an 
unreasonable accusation, Grant- 
ed that the use of a bomber 
in war is something the world 
would do well to outlaw for all 
time, what is to be the attitude 
of a power, anxious to preserve 
itself, when it . sees potential 
enemies building these weapons, 
Bombers can be used as offen- 
sive weapons, truly, and offence 
is their firat: function, perhaps. 
On the other hand they are 
essential defensive weapons, for 
unless one possesses them an 
enemy would be relatively 
free behind his own front 
line of action from any 
interference from his antagonist. 
Bombers are vital in a campaign 
for the destruction of an 
army’s communications, am- 
munition dumps, trodp concen- 
rations, acrodromes and muni- 
tions factories.

In_ 1830, when Alexandre was 20, 
the Poles revolted, and with the aid 
of the French Government, he was 
smuggled into Poland, tool a leading 
part in the insurrection, and even 
made a journey to London on behalf 
of the rebels.

nearly 2,000 squa ec miler In the areas 
sof about 150 loca, authorities and re- 
Rlonal pianning committees, and af- 
fects a population of 9,000,000 people, 
and 250,000 vehicle owners, 


THREE RING ROADS 


Foremost among the recommenda- 
tions, as The Dally Madi han forecast, 
are: 


A series of ring-roads designed 
to deficet trate fron the centee 
of London; 


A new east-west roud, of 
arterial type, 12 miles long: 


Anew north-south road, of 
which on considerable Jength wall 
be overhend: 


Underground roads or tunnels 
in Kensington and Westminster 
to give tralie on the new soutes 
an unimpeded course;

Part of the scheme for this rand in- 
eludes o new vehicular tunnel at 
Woolwich to supersede the present 
ferry.

the rare test feat of carrying his bat. 


He was 206 at the end. 


With England 111 ahead and cight wickets to fall, another 
drawn game seems likely, but much will depend on the state 


of the wicket to-morrow. 


It Is generally ngreed thot Lord's 
js not dlg enough for test matches 
as there were 34,000 spectators on 
Saturday, when the gates were 
closed, yet it is possible to accom- 
modnte 90,000 at Melbourne.

HIERE are many effective trim

They are Col. Charles Lindbergh, 
the famous -Americnn aviator, an 
Dr. Alexis Carrel, Director of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, 

Dr. Carrel arrived at Cherbourg 
from the United States to-day and 
will continue fis collaboration with 
Colonel Lindbergh during the next 
few months at thelr laboratory on 
St. Gildag Island, off the north const 
of Brittany, close to the Isle of 
Illico, recently ocquired by Col. 
Lindbergh. 

It will be recalled that Dr. Carrel, 
who Is a Frenchman by birth, and 
who recelved the Nobel Medicine 
Prize in 1912 for his work in trans- 
planting Hving organs, has been 
working for many years fn collabora- 
tlon with Colonel Lindbergh. 

The great aviator, by his Invention 
and perfection of 2 mechanical heart, 
immensely helped Dr. Carrel’s phy- 
stological research. 

Dr. Carrel recently unnounced 
that he planned to retire from the 
Rockefeller Institute next year.

Japanese Grip In 
China Impedes 
‘Rival Shippers 


London, June 27.

Sir Philip Daw- 
son, Conservitive Member for 
West Lowisham, brought up the 
tnatter. 


In_ reply {o questions by the 
Member for West Lewlsham, Mr. R. 
A. Butler, Under Seeretary for 
Foreign Affairs, said he understood 
that as British ships were unable to 
-obtain certain .wharfage and ‘other 
facilities in the commercial harbour 
at Tsingtao within reasonable time 
atter arrival there, shipping com- 
panies temporarily prefer to use 
sampans ond junks. 


Representations have been made 
to the Japantse authorities in ToRyo, 
und the British naval and consulat 
authorities in the Far East were in 
close touch with the Japanese, with a 
view to arriving at a local settlement. 


“The attention of Lord Halifax, the 
Foreign Minister, has been drawn to 
the reorganisation of the Peiping- 
Mukden and other railway systems 
in North China, carried out by the 
Japanese,” said Mr, Butler, in reply 
to a question by Slr John Wardlaw- 
Milne, Conservative Member for 
Kidderminster. 


Sir John contended that the results 
of this reorganisation were seriously 
adverse to (British interests and 
British trade. Mr. Butler replicd 
that Lord Halifax had already 
communicated with Sir Robert 
Craigic, the British Ambassador 
in Tokyo, but at the moment no 
statement could be made in the 
House regarding these negotiations. 


Asked by Mr. A, C. Moreing, Con- 
servative Member for Preston, to 
state the present position regarding 
the Chinese Customs service, — the 
Under Sceretary for Foreign Affairs 
sald that 
tuke orders from the Inspector 


General of Customs, subject to a 
certain Hmitation of his powers In 
the Japanese-occupted areas, 


There could be no question that the 
appointment of a Shanghal Superin- 
tendent of Customs would have to 
be confirmed by the Inspector 
General of Customs, Mr, Butler 
said he understood the principal 
function of superintendents In recent 
years had been to act as a channel 
of communication between the Com- 
missioners of Customs at varlous 
ports and the local territortal oMecials, 
and this held good of the Superin- 
tendent of Customs In Shanghal.—
